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DORCHESTER town 
crier and town coun¬ 
cillor Alistair 

Chisholm has blasted 
West Dorset District 
Council for their 
plans to promote the 
town as a shopping 
destination rather 
than for its unique ar¬ 
chaeological history. 

Mr Chisholm con¬ 
tacted the View from 
Dorchester with his 
plea for the future. 

“It seems that West 
Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil (WDDC), despite 
the many attempts 
over the past 40 years 
to develop the Charles 
Street site, have sim¬ 
ply returned to the 
old, well-worn idea 
that the future of the 
county town lies in its 
having more shops 
and becoming ‘a sub¬ 
regional shopping 
centre’. 

“Although that par¬ 
ticular phrase does 
not appear in the 
Strategic Director’s 
latest report entitled 
‘Dorchester’s Centre - 
Retail Enhancement’, 
which was passed by 
the new WDDC Strat¬ 
egy Committee on 
Tuesday, August 1st, 
it would appear that 
very little indeed has 
changed over a period 
of two generations 
and the spending of 
millions of pounds of 
our money.

“The report does 
mention ‘a cultural 
quarter’ for Dorch¬ 
ester but puts for¬ 
ward no ideas for 
promoting this. Most 
extraordinary, how¬ 
ever, is the report’s 
view of the town’s 
rich archaeology. 
This is consistently 
seen as something of 
an awkward impedi¬ 
ment to development 
(with phrases like 
‘the site has con¬ 
straints in terms of 
archaeology’ and 
‘much greater archae¬ 
ological costs’ and 
‘the possible presence 
of archaeological fea¬ 
tures should not be 
ruled out’). 

It is this very ar¬ 
chaeology which 
makes Dorchester the 
unique place that it 
is. It is an integral 
part of the story of the 
town; it is of‘national 


importance’, to quote 
Heritage England, 
and could and should 
be acting as a unique 
selling point for a 
town which already 
boasts two other 
names - Roman 
‘Durnovaria’ and 
Thomas Hardy’s 
‘Casterbridge’. 

“It is, in short, a 
vital part of the bait, 
the lure, the magnet 
which should be help¬ 
ing promote the town. 
How very much more 
interesting and en¬ 
riching it would be to 
shop or relax above 
the visible evidence 
of a neolithic monu¬ 
ment or that of a 
Roman legionary 
fortress. 

“That the regenera¬ 
tion of Dorchester 
should be based on its 
unique story, and the 
stunning evidence of 
that story which can 
still be seen, is surely 
a priority. The report 
speaks of there being 
‘a lack of awareness 
of Dorchester’ - some¬ 
thing which the 
downgrading and 
moving of the Tourist 
Information Centre 
has done nothing to 
help - but makes no 
suggestions to im¬ 
prove this state of af¬ 
fairs. 

“The report recog¬ 
nises the impact of 
the internet and com¬ 


ments that shopping 
today is ‘viewed as 
part of an overall 
leisure experience... 
..visitors will be look¬ 
ing for entertainment 
and a vibrant street 
scene.’ 

“I believe that view¬ 
ing the remains of an 
enigmatic neolithic 
monument, not to 
mention part of the 
Roman baths, would 
be extremely ‘enter¬ 
taining’ and of great

Brothers jailed for spate of vehicle crimes 



I LENNY Wells, 30 


TWO brothers have been 
jailed after committing a 
series of thefts from motor 
vehicles across Dorset and 
Wiltshire. 

Lenny Wells, 30, of Eyres 
Way in Salisbury and Ed¬ 
ward Wells, aged 28 and of 
Lynch Road in Mere, were 
each jailed for 44 months 
at Salisbury Crown Court 
on Thursday, August 3rd, 
after pleading guilty to 
conspiracy to steal from 
motor vehicles. 

There were a total of 104 
offences that occurred be¬ 
tween November 1st 2016 
and January 31st 2017, 


with 33 offences commit¬ 
ted in Dorset and 71 in 
Wiltshire. 

They were arrested on 
Friday January 27th, after 
police officers stopped 
their vehicle near Hardy's 
Monument at Portesham 
in Dorset. 

The duo targeted various 
beauty spots across the 
two counties. They would 
break into vehicles and 
steal items including 
handbags, purses, wallets, 
cash and jewellery. 

Enquiries were carried 
out by officers in Wiltshire 
and Dorset. 


Police Sergeant Jamie 
Clark, of Dorset Police, 
said: "I wish to thank those 
members of the public 
who have assisted the in¬ 
vestigation and I am 
pleased to say that beauty 
spot thefts have fallen 
since the pair were impris¬ 
oned. 

“I would like to remind 
motorists in Dorset to en¬ 
sure they do not leave any 
valuables in their vehicles 
and remove all items from 
view. Do not make it easy 
for thieves such as the 
Wells brothers to target 
your vehicle.”

New cancer

Return of the Red Post 



I FULLY restored the Red Post on the A31 near Bloxworth 


READERS may have noticed that 
the famous Red Post at Bloxworth 
has been missing for some time 
but has recently returned looking 
better than before and, with the 
kind generosity of Kier Highways 
Ltd and guidance from the Dorset 
Fingerpost project, this post is 
now completely refurbished back 
to its former glory. 

In Dorset there are around 700 
surviving traditional fingerposts 
painted black and white, and four 
which are red. Many stories are 
told about the reasons the posts 
are red, including to mark the 
route the convicts were taken 
along before being transported to 
Australia, or another theory is 
that they marked the locations of 
gibbets; many convicts were 
hanged before transportation if 
they were struggling along the 
way. 

The Red Post near Botany Bay 
Farm and Inn is probably the most 
famous fingerpost sign in the 
county, and an important land¬ 
mark when entering and exiting 
Dorset from the East. 

The restoration has been possi¬ 


ble because of the Dorset Finger¬ 
post Project, an initiative of the 
Dorset AONB. It is a project that 
supports and guides local groups, 
parish councils or individuals to 
restore these unique posts back to 
their original specification, now 
that Dorset County Council can no 
longer support the upkeep of them. 

The restoration of the Red Post at 
Bloxworth has been done collabo- 
ratively by HM Prison Portland, 
Western College, Coles Castings, 
Roger Bond a volunteer of the 
Dorset AONB and Dorchester 
Men’s Shed a ’not for profit’ organ¬ 
isation, all funded by Kier, who 
were approached by the Parish 
Group at Bloxworth. Together 
they have produced an outstand¬ 
ing piece of craftsmanship. 

Katharine Wright, co-coordina¬ 
tor of the Dorset Fingerpost Pro¬ 
ject said: “To see this iconic Dorset 
fingerpost restored back its former 
glory is truly magnificent and I 
would encourage other locals to 
step forward to help restore their 
local fingerpost to help maintain 
local distinctiveness.”

A DORCHESTER resident has accused Magna 
Housing Association of dragging its heels over 
repairs to a listed building it owns in High East 
Street. 

Alan Keel says he first reported a broken win¬ 
dow and paint splattered across the wall of 41A 
High East Street in the New Year - but says 
that little has been done since, apart from re¬ 
pair the broken window. 

He points out that the historic street has the 
most listed buildings of any town in the coun¬ 
try and that special steps should be taken to 
look after such areas. 


He says that Government guidance says: 
‘‘Grade II are buildings of special interest, 
which warrant every effort to conserve them" 

He told View from Dorchester this week: 
“There is still paint splattered along the tiled 
front wall and around the wooden door frame. 
An attempt has been made to repaint some of 
the door frame with what appears to be wood 
primer.” 

He has urged Magna to give the matter its full 
attention and to “ensure that the property is 
cleaned up and redecorated properly.” 

In emails from Magna Mr Keel points out that 
the company knew of the state of the building 
before Christmas and had accepted responsibil¬ 
ity to carry the work out, saying to Mr Keel: 


“Normally cleaning of an individual property 
would be the responsibility of the tenant, how¬ 
ever in this case because of the circumstances 
surrounding the defacement of the building 
Magna will be undertaking to clean and/or re¬ 
paint the affected parts.” 

Magna say their efforts to make good the 
building have been hampered by difficulties in 
contacting the tenant and it took until the end 
of March to be able to get into the building to 
measure up and arrange replacement window 
glass - which was carried out in April. 

Mr Keel points out that Magna do not need ac¬ 
cess to the interior of the building to clean off 
the pink paint splashed down an outside wall, 
nor to paint the wooden frames.

You may well be in your death throes but 
PLEASE add something different, something 
sustainable, something imaginative and vi¬ 
sionary for our very special county town be¬ 
fore you are abolished!”

Dorset nurse 
chosen as 
diabetes 
champion for 
the South West 



A NURSE from Dorchester has been selected as 
a Diabetes UK Clinical Champion, to help 
transform care for people living with diabetes 
in Dorset. 

Agnieszka Graja, pictured, a diabetes special¬ 
ist nurse at Dorset County Hospital, was cho¬ 
sen for her passion for and commitment to 
excellence in diabetes care. 

Diabetes is a condition where there is too 
much glucose in the blood because the body 
cannot use it properly. If not managed well, 
both Type 1 and Type 2 diabetes can lead to se¬ 
rious complications. 

Diabetes care can vary widely in different re¬ 
gions, and many people struggle to access vital 
services. As a Clinical Champion, Agnieszka 
Graja will join a two-year leadership develop¬ 
ment programme, supported by Diabetes UK. 
Through her training, she will identify areas 
in need of improvement and push for changes 
to improve the care that people in Dorset re¬ 
ceive. 

This year the programme has recruited four 


diabetes specialist nurses, as a recent work¬ 
force survey highlighted that almost two thirds 
are having problems accessing professional de¬ 
velopment that will enable them to take on 
leadership roles. 

Agnieszka said: “I hope that the Clinical 
Champion role will help me to create opportu¬ 
nities for diabetes nurses across the county to 
build effective working relationships, resulting 
in better care for patients. Working together 
could help the focus on prevention, as well as 
keeping patients well, educated, engaged and 
successfully self-managing their condition, re¬ 
ceiving care close to home when it is required. 
My overall aim is to help develop a seamless, 
integrated diabetes service across Dorset.” 

The Clinical Champions programme was 
launched by Diabetes UK in 2014, in partner¬ 
ship with Novo Nordisk who provide support 
and funding. There are now 65 champions 
across the UK, including two in Dorset, who 
have access to a network of like-minded clini¬ 
cians.

A new text messaging service 
called ChatHealth has been 
launched by Dorset Healthcare, 
and gives young people in 
school year 7 and above the op¬ 
portunity to send questions via 
SMS directly from their mobile 
phone to the ChatHealth School 
Nursing Team. 

The service provides advice, 
information and guidance, and 
can signpost those who use it to 
additional services if necessary. 

Dawn Campbell,Children’s 
Services Manager at Dorset 
Healthcare said: “For the first 
time children and young people 
across the county can access 
confidential advice, information 
and guidance from specially 
trained nurses who have their 
health and wellbeing at the 
heart of everything they do. 

“Children and young people 
have often told us that they 
want to be able to access support 
quickly when they need it, with¬ 
out the need for face to face con¬ 
tact, travelling to health venues 
or having to worry about what 
their friends or family think.” 

ChatHealth will provide ad¬ 
vice and guidance on every¬ 
thing from relationships, 


anxiety, depression and body 
image to stress, alcohol, self- 
harm and smoking. 

Jo Wilson at Public Health 
Dorset, said: “The launch of 
ChatHealth is an exciting addi¬ 
tion to the Pan Dorset School 
Nursing service, making it even 
easier for young people to ac¬ 
cess the information and sup¬ 
port they need digitally in order 
to have good health and wellbe¬ 
ing. 

“This is a really positive step 
in our local transformation pro¬ 
gramme for school nursing, 
demonstrating a commitment 
by all partners involved to bet¬ 
ter respond to the needs of chil¬ 
dren and young people in an 
innovative and timely way”. 

The ChatHealth service is 
available Monday to Friday be¬ 
tween 8.30am-4.30pm, including 
school holidays, but excluding 
bank holidays. 

If a child or young person 
sends a text outside these hours 
they will receive an automated 
message with advice on where 
to get help if they require it ur¬ 
gently. The ChatHealth nurse 
will reply to the message when 
the service reopens. 

ChatHealth runs alongside 
Dorset HealthCare’s normal 
School Nursing Service, and 
children can still see their 
school nurse face to face if they 
wish.

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Firearm offence 

A MAN has been jailed for a firearm offence 
in Weymouth. 

James William Rosser, aged 23 and of no 
fixed abode, was sentenced at Bournemouth 
Crown Court on Friday, August 11th after ad¬ 
mitting an offence of possessing an air 
weapon with intent to cause fear of violence. 
He was jailed for 16 months. 

At 8.44pm on Saturday, February 11th po¬ 
lice received a report that a man was waving 
a gun around in the street at Magnolia Close 
in Weymouth. 

Rosser confronted three teenage girls in an 
alleyway, pointing the weapon at them and 
asking if they had seen any boys about. 

When they replied they had not, he said 
that if the girls saw the boys, to tell them they 
were going to be shot. 

Officers attended and a search of the area 
was carried out but Rosser was not located. 
He was arrested at an address in Magnolia 
Close the following day. An air pistol and am¬ 
munition were seized. 

Detective Constable James Batty, of Wey¬ 
mouth CID, said: “I would like to pay tribute 
to the young witnesses to this distressing in¬ 
cident, who showed great courage in coming 
forward to speak with police. 

“I hope the sentence reassures the public 
that Dorset Police will treat incidents involv¬ 
ing firearms extremely seriously and that 
this kind of offending will not be tolerated.” 

Boy hit by car 

PART of Weymouth seafront was sealed off 
on Sunday afternoon after a boy collided with 
a car outside Alexandra Gardens. 

He was taken by ambulance to the County 
Hospital but was later discharged after being 
treated for what was described as minor in¬ 
juries. 

The accident happened shortly before 
3.30pm at the pedestrian crossing from St 
Alban Street into Alexandra Gardens. 

Police tape closed the road and pavement 
with traffic diverted around Custom House 
Quay until the road was re-opened at about 
5.30pm.

A RE YOUR everyday habits putting your posture at risk? Long hours at a desk, 
slouching over laptops, lugging half our worldly belongings around in a 
handbag slung over one shoulder (the same one) time and time again... 

Most of us are well aware that, on a day-to-day basis, we're doing a lot of things 
that aren't very good for our posture - and this can lead to things like back pain, 
tense, aching shoulders and sore necks. 



1. Loading the dishwasher 

"We seem to spend most of our day 
bending. And while the thought of doing 
the washing up is enough to encourage you 
to let the dishes pile up, using a dishwasher 
can also encourage us to repeatedly 
forward-bend," say Tim Allardyce, clinical 
director at Surrey Physio. "Instead, try to 
squat every time you load and unload the 
dishwasher. It's great for toning the legs 
and butt, and will save extra pressure 
through your back." 

2. Wearing ill-fitting bras 

"Bras need to fit properly so your 
shoulders don't take all the strain," note the 
experts at the British Chiropractic 
Association (BCA). "When shopping for 
bras, look for one which has an underband 
that is neither too tight nor too loose. 
Ensure the centre-fold fastener sits close to 
your body and that the straps are not too 
tight on your shoulders." 


3. Stress 

"Don't forget how stress can affect your 
posture. In stressful situations, the added 
level of stress means the way you hold 
yourself is very different," says osteopath 
and biomechanics expert Claire McKenna. 
"Stress increases your acceptance to pain - 
initially, in the short-term, the effect of 
adrenaline on the nervous system means 
you probably don't feel pain developing. 
But the long-term effects of the stress 
hormone can lead to chronic pain and 
central sensitisation; essentially when the 
body starts to feel pain that actually isn't 
there. The tissues have changed to the 
point where they feel pain even if it isn't 
being stimulated." 


4. Wearing flat ballet pumps 
& sandals 

"People tend to wear flat pumps in the 
summer, which aren't great for your arches. 
That collapse [in the arch] then goes on to 
affect the ankles, knees and hips and pelvis, 
which can have an impact on your posture," 
says Claire. "If you do like wearing flat 
pumps, stick to short distances only. Any 
proper walking, or if you're spending a long 
day on your feet, it's definitely worth 
investing in good shoes, or sticking with 
trainers with arch support." 

5. Gardening 

"If you could see the number of people 
that come in for physiotherapy and 
osteopathy following a long session of 
gardening, you may think twice about it. 
Gardening does tend to get people in bad 
postural positions for long periods," says 
Tim. "While we encourage exercise and 
getting outdoors, try not to put your body 
under too much strain. Kneel or sit on your 
heels if you can to get lower, and change 
positions regularly to avoid putting stress 
on your posture and spine."

Report offers reassurance over future of ambulances 


TIM Goodson, Chief Officer of NHS Dorset 
Clinical Commissioning Group, has moved to 
reassure patients about the future of the am¬ 
bulance service in the county. 

NHS Dorset has published an independent 
report into how the proposals and subsequent 
decisions detailed in the Clinical Services Re¬ 
view (CSR) could impact on emergency trans¬ 
port in the county. 

Mr Goodson said: “We hope that this report 
reassures people that these proposals are de¬ 
signed to ensure that people get the best possi¬ 
ble care and that we are focusing on getting 
the best outcomes for people in Dorset who 
will be using these services in future. This re¬ 


port demonstrates that, through public consul¬ 
tation, we have listened to those people who 
expressed their concerns about having to 
travel further or for longer to get emergency 
care.” 

The report concluded that if the CSR propos¬ 
als are implemented then the average emer¬ 
gency journey times will remain similar to 
those undertaken at present and for many pa¬ 
tients, journey times will be shorter. 

In addition, there will be a large reduction in 
patient transfers between hospitals in East 
Dorset and this will improve journey times 
and patient safety.

Masons boost air ambulance funds 


DORSET and Somerset Freemasons have 
given £30,000 to the Dorset and Somerset Air 
Ambulance (DSAA). 

Freemasons from across the region gath¬ 
ered at Henstridge Air Base, home of air am¬ 
bulance to make the presentation to Bill 
Sivewright, Chief Executive Officer of the

The service costs over £2 million each year 
to run with an approximate cost per mission 
close to £3,000.

Dr Phil Hyde, the medical lead and Paul 
Owen, the specialist paramedic for DSAA 
demonstrated the equipment they use in the 
air ambulance. They explained that the am¬ 


bulance can be at any point in the two coun¬ 
ties in less than 20 minutes. The helicopter 
can, if required, then take a patient to the 
nearest major trauma centre in the South 
West within a further 20 minutes. 

Richard Merritt, leader of Dorset Freema¬ 
sons said: “The air ambulance service is a 
vital resource in our region; a number of the 
wider Dorset Freemasonry family have been 
saved by this service and it is privilege to be 
able to support its work.” 

The money donated to DSAA by Dorset and 
Somerset Freemasons was raised entirely 
from Freemasons and their families and 
friends. 

This year is the 300th anniversary of the 
formation of English Freemasonry and local 
Masons are celebrating this milestone with 
special fundraising for local charities and 
good causes.

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The Belles set to add a touch of 
glamour to Lyme Folk Weekend 



THERE will be a touch of 
glamour about the town 
next month when Lyme 
Folk Weekend celebrates its 
fifth annual festival. 

Along with the usual 
music at the Marine The¬ 
atre, the Pilot Boat and 
along the seafront, one of 
the weekend’s most popular 
sights is the Morris dancing 
and Saturday morning pa¬ 
rade - led by local hosts the 
Uplyme Morris Men. And 
this year one of the folk 
world’s most eye-catching 
dance sides, the Belles of 
London City, will be joining 
the fun. 

Dressed in their trade¬ 
mark red and white corsets 
and top hats, the Belles have 
captured the imagination 
and delighted audiences 
around the country. 

Tickets for the Marine 
Theatre shows are on sale 
on the festival’s website and 
at the Lyme Regis Tourist 
Information Centre. Open¬ 
ing the festival on Friday 
September 1 will be Jim 
Moray, nominated for two 
awards in this year’s BBC 
Radio 2 folk awards - for 
Best Album and Best Origi¬ 
nal Song. 

For 15 years Jim has been 
at the forefront of a new 
movement in English tradi¬ 
tional music. His debut 


album Sweet Eng¬ 
land changed the 
sound of folk song 
and won a brace of 
awards for its inno¬ 
vative melding of 
orchestration and 
electronica. Subse¬ 
quent albums em¬ 
braced everything 
from grime to 
Johnny Marr-esque 
guitar pop, but at 
their heart was al¬ 
ways Jim’s unmis- 
takeable soulful 
and yearning voice; 
singing old songs 
in a new way. 

His sixth album 
Upcetera heralds a 
new chapter for the 
producer and has 
received the best 
reviews of his ca¬ 
reer, including his 
two BBC nomina¬ 
tions, and five stars 
from Mojo, fRoots and R2 
magazines. 

Saturday night headliners 
will be folk legends Ralph 
McTell and Wizz Jones, who 
will be presenting songs 
from their critically ac¬ 
claimed album About Time, 
recorded to celebrate their 
50 years of music-making to¬ 
gether. 

McTell and Jones, two dis¬ 
tinguished musicians, join 


forces some 50 years after 
they first met and played to¬ 
gether. Back in 1966 Ralph 
was just back from playing 
in Paris and met Wizz in a 
coffee bar in Croydon, when 
he was invited by Wizz to go 
to Cornwall and play guitar 
with him. 

"It was a life-changing 
move for me and one of the 
most wonderful summers I 
have spent,” said McTell. 
They became life long 
friends and played together 
many times. In the spring of 
2015 Ralph called Wizz and 
suggested they finally do a 
whole album together. They 
found themselves once 
again in Cornwall to make 
this album, joining a circle 
of music and friendship 
started some 50 years ear¬ 
lier. The album is a brilliant 
blend made up of their old 
favourites, some traditional 
arrangements and songs by 
Doc Watson, Woody 
Guthrie, Townes Van Zandt 
and Bob Dylan. 

And the Sunday night fi¬ 
nale will feature the biggest 
name on the South West’s 
folk scene, a solo gig from 
one half of multiple award- 
winners Show of Hands, 
Steve Knightley. 

Steve is the songwriting 


force behind Show of Hands, 
widely acclaimed as the 
finest acoustic roots duo in 
England. As a solo per¬ 
former he decided in 2016 to 
turn his attention to mar¬ 
itime venues around the 
shoreline of England and 
Wales. 

He said: ‘As a West Coun¬ 
try songwriter I have writ¬ 
ten so many songs of 
seafarers and wreckers, 
travellers and traders, pi¬ 
rates and smugglers. Now 
I‘m going to be able to sing 
them with the sound of the 
sea in the distance - I can’t 
wait!’ 

As has become the tradi¬ 
tion at Lyme Folk Weekend, 
the headliners will be sup¬ 
ported by acts who first ap¬ 
peared on other stages at 
last summer’s festival - 
singer-songwriter Saskia 
Griffiths-Moore, traditional 
virtuoso duo Mitchell & 
Vincent and the Longest 
Johns, the brilliant shanty 
group featured on the BBC 
programme The Choir with 
Gareth Malone.

Nick was owner of the Mariners Hotel before moving on to explore 
some new projects down the road in East Devon a number of years 
ago. He has now returned as chef with fresh enthusiasm and even 
more experience from running his own very successful catering 
company. 

Nick is joined in the kitchen by Shaun, who is one of the South 
West's brightest talents. Shaun worked previously at the renowned 
Jack in the Green restaurant in Rockbeare, near Exeter. In 2016 
Shaun was a finalist at South West Chef of the Year, and won the cov¬ 
eted Dish of the Year prize for his main course of Venison loin, 
pomme Maxine, creamed kale and bacon.

LAST week I was invited to taste a 
few dishes created by both Nick and 
Shaun and I was not disappointed, 
writes Rob Coombe. 

I started with pan seared scallops 
served with a smokey roast tomato 
and pimento puree and crispy 
pancetta. The dish was expertly 
cooked, the scallops were delicate on 
the palate and were completed per¬ 
fectly with both the puree and 
pancetta. 

For main, I was treated to slow 
roasted belly pork with crackling, 
bubble and squeak and a cider sauce. 
It was a treat for both the eyes and the 
taste buds, beautifully presented and 
packed full of flavour. The pork 
melted in the mouth and the crack¬ 
ling was perfect and crisp. For dessert 
I had a vanilla & creme fraiche panna 
cotta, with fresh orange and blondie. 
It was another dish that was pre¬ 
sented expertly and was both fresh 
and light. The perfect way to round off 
a really wonderful meal. 

Look no further if you are after a 
true fine dining experience without 
venturing too far from the sea front! 
The restaurant uses only local pro¬ 
duce from some of the finest local sup¬ 
pliers. The vegetables travel just a few 
food miles from Cains Farm in 
Chideock and the meat from Country 
Farm butchers in Ottery St Mary, just 
over the border in East Devon. The 
menu changes regularly, sometimes 
daily, and is constantly evolving. Sole 
and Guinea Foul will be making an 
appearance on the menu shortly with 
Venison and other game just a few 
weeks away. 

The restaurant is open Tuesday - 


Saturday for evening meals (this will 
be 7 nights a week from mid Septem¬ 
ber) from 6-8:30pm. 

As well as the first class restaurant, 
the bar is also open to non-residents, 
which now boasts a new gin menu, 
containing 11 different gins, includ¬ 
ing Conker Gin from Dorset and the 
award winning Salcombe Gin from 
Devon. The menu contains an elder- 
flower & gin liqueur and a rhubarb & 
gin liqueur, which is fabulous as a 
cocktail with prosecco. 

There’s local beers, local cider and 
even local wine on the wine list, 
which contains 25-30 different bottles 
to choose from. 

The Mariners Hotel is based on Sil¬ 
ver Street and has free parking for 
visitors in its private car park. A visit 
is highly recommended.
